Meetings  are  still  being  held  with  neighbouring  authorities  in  an 
effort  to  reach  agreement  upon  the  harnessing  of  the  springs  at  Ffynnon 
Gisfaen,  A supply  from  this  source  v/ould  gravitate  to  the  areas  of 
Clydach  and  Gilwern  where  shortage  is  experienced,  especially  in  the 
former  area* 

WENALLT  AND  DRAEN  AREA.  (Llanelly  Parish) . 

Difficulties  are  still  being  experienced  in  the  formulation  of  a 
scheme  to  supply  this  area  from  the  Abertillery  and  District  Water 
Board  Main. 

MAESGWART:HA.  (Llanelly  Parish^ 

The  laying  of  a main  sewer  to  this  hamlet  has  aggravated  the  vmte-r* 
shortage  and  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  have  been  instructed 
to  draw  up  a new  v/ater  scheme  to  supply;'  this  hamlet. 

It  is  propo&e:d  to  base  this  scheme  on  the  night  pumuing  of  water 
from  the  present  source  in  Maesgwartha  to  a nevr  storage"’ reservoir . This 
method  will  ensure  that  no  v/ater  is  taken  from  the  Maesgwartha  supply 
during  the  day  time®
